School Not So Good 


If Johnny throws more rocks 


than average in your communi- 
ty, it is because your school is 
not so good as it could be. ac- 
cording to Dr. Nathan Goldman, 
who directed the extensive van- 
dalism study in Syracuse public 
schools under contract with the 
U.S. Office of Education. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


The Syracuse 
Unive r s i t y 


study. which was based on more 
than 1,000 student question- 
naires. 367 teacher interviews 
and the histories of 16 junior and 
senior high schools in Syracuse. 
K.Y., points out six major sign- 
posts which contribute to high 
property damage in schools. 
They are: 


1. Disassociation of the school 


staff, students and parents from 
the school 


2. Poor 
relationship among 


students, school staff and par- 
ents. 


3. Inadequate school adminis- 


tration and leadership. 


4. Rapid or extensive change 


in the school program, popula- 
tion and staff. 


5. Student and school staff dis- 


satisfaction with school admin- 
istration. 


6. Community irsst a b i l i t y 


co'.ipled with neighborhood de- 
terioration. 


"Probably no one school either 


possesses all these unfavorable 
characteristics, or is free from 
them all." Dr. Goldman said, 
"but in those school systems 
where they overshadow whoie- 
son-.e conditions, we may weil 
find fertile soil for the growth of 
vandalism. 


"Although this parti c u 1 a r 


study was focused on Syracuse 
schools, there is no reason to 
believe that these characteristics 
wouldn't be valid for other 
schools and other communities," 
Dr. Goldman explained. 


Of the six signposts of school 


vandalism. Dr. Goldman singled 
out "disassotiation from the 
school" as the factor most 
closely related to high property 
damage. 


"\Vhen members of the school 


group have a sense of belonging 
to the school, and when they 
feel that the school belongs to 
them, inorale tends to be high 
and damage low," the Syracuse 
University sociologist said. "But 
where there is little sense of be- 
longing, we can expect to find a 
greater 
amount of property 


damage." 


"Boredom" was the reason 


for vandalism most often cited 
by students in high damage 
schools. They described their 
schools as "poorest" or "poorer 
than most." and these schools 
experienced high drop-out rates 
and a smaller proportion of stu- 
dents preparing for college. 


In sharp contrast, students in 


low damage schools held their 
institution in high esteem and 
were proud of it 


Recommendations 


Dr. Goldman concluded his 


study with some pertinent rec- 
ommendations to educators to 
help curb vandalism: 


l. Locate schools in communi- 


ties where instability can be 
minimized. 


2. Keep curriculum abreast 


of student needs. 


3. Keep teachers attuned to 


the changing needs of students. 


4. Select the principal care- 


fully and allow him to exercise 
leadership.. 


5. Conduct a proper orienta- 


tion program for teachers and 
students to the policies and rou- 
tines of the school 


6. Establish easy two - way 


communication bet w e e n all 
school personnel through student 
government and faculty meet- 
ings. 


7. Involve students and teach- 


ers in the school through the 
leadership of the principal.

WaifciagtM — It uas a truly 


great speech that the President of 
the U n i t e d 
Stales delivered 
last week before 
the United Na- 
tions general as- 
sembly. Mr Eis- 
enhower reflect- 
ed the spirit of 
America and of 
the free world as 
be called for a 
"world commun- 
ity, rooted in law and justice." 


He appealed not for a "super- 


state above nations," but for a 
i-mon of independent states estab- 
lished by a "universal plebiscite" 
that would give every man the 
right 'to participate through his or 
i'er vote in self-government.' His 
a-idress was perhaps the best of 
l!r. Eisenhower's career. 


Whenever a s p o k e s m a n f o r 


America issues a call for freedom, 
snd offers the moral support of the 
i sople. the peoples of the rest of 
tne world are bound to take notice. 
Mr. Eisenhower talked to the 
whole uorld as he promised not 
oily America's aid to Africa but 
a:so '•programs of assistance for 
tne economic and social develop- 
ment in freedom of other areas, 
particularly Latin America, Asia, 
and the Middle East " 


The most sensational note of the 


whole speech was the direct sup- 
.•ort for the United Nations organ- 
nation itself and the unequivocal 
denunciation of Soviet treason 
against the U \. The President 
-lad in mmd the recent Soviet in- 
terference with U X operations in 
Africa when he said- 


Russian Interference 


"To attempt to hinder or stultify 


'he United Nations or to depre- 
' late its importance is to contrib- 
jte to world unrest and, indeed, to 
•ncite the crises that from time to 
'•me so disturb all men. The Uni- 
ed States stands squarely and 
jnequixocally m support of the 
,-mted Nations and those acting 
jnder its mandate in the interest 
v. peace. . . 


"Outside interference with these 


icwly emerging nations (in Afri- 
:a> has created a serious chal- 
enge to the authority of the United 
\ations. . . 


"In response to the call of the 


Republic of the Congo, the United 
Cations, under its outstanding sec- 
etary general, has r e c e n t l y 
-nounted a large-scale effort to 
•x-ovide that new republic with 
-eip. That effort has'been flag- 
-antly attacked by a few nations 
\hich wish to prolong strife in the 
-ongo for their own purposes. . . 


Pledge to Africa 


"The resolution of this issue will 


'etermine whether the United Na- 
ions is able to protect not only 
"re new nations of Africa, but also 
)ther countries against outside 
T-essures " 


The president hammered home 
.is point — the disregard of the 
lasic principles of the United Na- 
•ons charter by the Soviet Union 
ie called for pledges by all mem- 
••ers of the general assembly to be 
; *en to the African nations by 
r.eans of three specific commit- 
Tients as follows 


"To refrain from intervening in 


.rese new nations" internal affairs 
—t>y subversion, force, propagan- 
da or anv other means. 


"To refrain from generating dis- 


-tuies between the states of this 
*~KZ or from encouraging them to 
wasteful and dangerous compen- 
iOn in armaments 


"And to refrain from any action 


9 ipiensin or exploit present un- 
eilJed conditions in the Congo— 
^ serding arms or forces into 
at troubled area, or by inciting 


"s leaders and peoples to violence 
against each other"" 


Challenges Russia 


The president's discussion of dis- 


a-mament and effective inspection 
as a means of avoiding a war "by 
nuscalculatton" was a penetrating 
rart of his address. It questioned 
-f>e sjBcenty of the Soviet Union 
r^fore the world. Mr. Eisenhower 
d.d not fafl to mention the "threat- 
ening encroachments to the free- 
nom of the people of \\est Berlin" 
and the refusal of the Soviet Unioi 
fo permit a UN. investigation of 
1*5 shooting do»vn of an Amencan 
p'arje flymg over international wa- 
ters last July and the imprison- 
ment of two fliers aboard that 
plane. 


The whole speech was a chal- 


lenge to the Soviet premier and 
the totalitarian philosophy The 
peoples of the free world, and par- 
ticularly the peoples of the so- 
called "neutral" countries, cannot 
fafl to be impressed. For here is a" 
charter of liberty, a program for 
world progress, and, if fulfilled on 
all sides, one that can insure an 
unprecedented era of peace 
throughout the world.
